them as 
they 
now 
are— the 
slip-shod 
m ethods of the slov enly cou ntry store th a t 
does not know from one day to the nex t 
w here it stands in the financial world. 
It is a rem arkab le fact, say s the report 
of the Missou ri Association for Economy 
in pu blic ex penditu res, th a t Missou ri is 
the last of the forty -eight states in the 
Union to adopt the bu dget sy stem, a sy s­ 
tem that big bu siness— and little bu siness, 
for th a t m atte r— wou ld not be withou t, 
the St. Lou is Star say s. 
The bu dget de­ 
term ines in adv ance the ex act rev enu e 
th a t may be ex pected and proportions 
the ex penditu res so as to render the best 
serv ice possible. 
It will consolidate, in 
the case of Missou ri, the 123 boards, bu ­ 
reau s and v ariou s other agencies, into ten 
oi' twelv e departm ents whose needs will 


] ) i d accu rately determ ined and cared for. 
P resent m ethods are w astefu l in the 
ex treme. 
Du plications are ev ery w here— 
with conseq u ent waste. 
There is no cen­

ed to m ake its own req u isitions for legal

A VICTORY FOR ZONING 


From the New York Sun. 


A zoning case from the v illage of E u ­ 
clid, Ohio, taken to the su prem e cou rt of 
the United States in order to test the con­ 
stitu tionality of a zoning law has been 
decided by th at tribu nal. 
The law is u p­ 
held in a sweeping opinion which settles 
perm anently the v alidity of reasonable 
regu lations of property u sage. 


T here 
were 
m any 
zoning 
adv ocates 
who regarded the Eu clid case as an u n­ 
satisfactory one u pon which to base a 


test. 
It stretched the principle so far th a t 
it was feared the cou rt might decide th at 
this particu lar effort was an oppressiv e 
ex ercise of au thority . 
It wou ld hav e been 
so regarded, the cou rt asserts, a centu ry 
or ev en a half a centu ry ago, bu t the v a­ 
lidity of su ch regu lations as applied to 
ex isting conditions, it continu es, is now 
“so appa re nt th a t they are u niformly su s­ 
tained.” 
This statem ent is som ew hat broad, as 
in the pa.st two y ears ou r own cou rt of 
appeals has taken direct issu e with the 
su prem e cou rt on this point. 
It declared 
th a t a zoning ordinance which sou ght to 
set aside districts and prescribe to w hat 
u ses property m ight and might not be 
pu t in them was a v iolation of the du e 
process clau se in ou r state constitu tion. 
The su prem e cou rt in dealing with a sim­ 
ilar clau se 
in the 
federal 
constitu tion 
say s, on the contrary : 
“Su ch regu lations are su stained, u nder 
the complex conditions of ou r day , for 
reasons analogou s to those which ju stify 
traffic regu lations, which before the a d­ 
v ent of au tomobiles 
and 
rapid 
transit 
street 
railw ay s 
wou ld 
hav e 
been 
con­ 
dem ned as fatally arb itrary and u nreas­ 
onable.” 
T here is no 
inconsistency , the 
cou rt 
say s in ex tending the scope of constitu ­ 
tional gu arantees “ to meet the new and 
different conditions which are constantly 
coming within the field of their operation. 
In a changing world it is impossible th a t 
i1 shou ld be otherw ise.” 
The decision is of great im portance to 
A m erican commu nities which, w ithou t the 
au thority herein granted, cou ld not meet 
the 
perplex ing and 
highly complicated 
problems of orderly dev elopm ent so as to 
serv e the m anifest needs of their people.

The term ination of the Imperial Con­ 
ference of 1926 , following its momentou s 
attem pt to clarify and define the constitu ­ 
tional 
relations 
of 
the 
self-gov erning 
u nits, raises the q u estion of the fu tu re of 
this 
conv ocation 
of premiers. 
By the 
v ery m agnitu de of its recent action the 
conference has gone far to v est itself with 
a new and v ital statu s. 
M any a problem has now been pu shed 
forw ard, su ch as the responsibility of do­ 
minions whose independence in foreign 
relations is recognized to contribu te in 
gre a te r degree to the bu rden of imperial 
defense, which will req u ire freq u ent and 
delicate negotiations in the fu tu re. 
For 
the solu tion of these problems as they 
arise a more bu sinesslike calendar and a 
more definite schedu le of conference as­ 
semblies will probably be necessary . 
It is the dominion spokesm en— notably 
P rem ier H ertzog of Sou th A frica— who 
hav e pu shed the British gov ernm ent for­ 
w ard ill m aking concessions to the nation­ 
alistic spirit throu ghou t the empire. 
It 
will now be a responsibility of these lead­ 
ers to see th at the spirit of m u tu ality and 
accom m odation in imperial relations is ex ­ 
pressed as need therefore arises. 
Yet, if 
the Imperial Conference becomes an a n­ 
nu al affair, it may well be impossible for 
the prem iers of distant dominions to m ake 
the trip to London regu larly . Agents may 
hav e to serv e as their spokesmen, and 
agents of this s^rt are likely , u nder the 
British sy stem of gov ernance, to become 
perm anent 
officials, 
ou tside 
the

Although two huge bailers hav e 
been in almost constant operation 
the water in the shaft nas not been 
lowered below the top of the first 
lev el. 
Water from a radius of a 
mile or more around the mine Is 
believ ed to be steadily seeping Into 
the workings. 
When the earth suddenly collaps­ 
ed about noon on Nov ember 3 , it 
caught 
51 men without a chance 
for their liv es and took nearly ev ery 
man of the little settlement of North 
Lake. 
Bodies of sev en men were 
forced up to the top of the shaft 
by the surge of the mud which 
buried their comrades. 
Three others later were recov ered 
by rescue workers but the remaind­ 
er probably are
